Agency careerists who are qualified for the vacancies he might fill. 

He understands all this but would nevertheless like to pursue the mat- 
ter. He feels that, because of his experience both in the Agency and 
elsewhere, he has considerably more to offer than the average military 
retiree. I told him that I would ask you to give him serious considera- 
tion but that I could not be very encouraging.
